[Mr. Panter, former Munich 
Correspondent of the London 
"Daily Telegraph” describes how, 
during three day's imprisonment 
ona charge of exptonage, ke made 
contract in the Ettstrasse prison 
at Munich with fellow prisoners 
drawn from the Nazi organisa- 
tions, sume of whom had disap- 
public sight and 
knowledge for mouths.

Of all the unfathomable indiscre- 
tions committed by the, Bavarian 
Government in connection with my 
case, the blunder for which | find 
it most difficult to account is that 
which led to my imprisonment 19 
the Ettstrasse, where I was able to 
establish contact with other. poli- 
tica) prisoners. 

Behind the walls of this Nazi 
gaol | coujd meet and talk to people 
who have vanished from their circle 
of friends for weeks, and, in some 
cases, months, sand concerning 
whose fate but little is known. i 
can ansume only that it was at first 
hoped to detain me also indefinitely, 
and that it was «thought that I 
would thus be unable to ecommuni- 
cate to the world the things that ] 
aaw, und the facts tat I heard. 

When, owing to to the pressure 
exerted by the British Government, 
the way in which the Daily Tele. 
praph was championing My cauRe, 
und the splendid loyalty daplayed 
by other great daily newspapers, 
the Nazis reulised that they would 
be obliged to yield, they took 
special precautions to keep me from 
associating further with my fellow- 
prisoners. 

“INNOCENT ENGLISHMAN” 
Kindness From Other Captives 

During the final 72 hours of my 
arrest, 1 was confined in my cell day 
and night, and given no opportunity 
of taking exercise. 

Even the small flap in my cell 
door, used for passing food in 
und out, was kept locked. in order 
to make quite sure that I should 
not converse with prisoners walt- 
ing in the lobby. These precau- 
tions were, however, adopted tvo 
late. 1 had gathered all my in- 
formatton within the first Ave 
days. 

Many were the hoars that I spent 
in committing these facta to paper 
in such a fashion that the prison 
authorities would not be able to 
read my notes. 

1 experienced much kindness 
from other political prisoners, who 
strove unccasingly to encourage me, 


and never tired of assuring me that, 
as an innocent Englshman, I would 
soon be released.

Others, again, had scratched in- 


scriptions on the wall. One of 
these read, “Innocently condemned.” 
Frequently prisoners had acratched 
their names and professions op- 
posite the strokes denoting the num- 
ber of days. 
200 PRISONERS 
Secret Police Activities 

It may be recalled that the ex- 
cuse given to Mr. Gainer, the Bri- 
tish Consul-General, regarding the 
failure to provide me with a table 
and a chair was that noe such furni- 
ture was available, as prisoners 
were never detained long in the 
Ettstrasse. This was a misstate- 
ment, giving the theoretical, not 
the practical, version of conditions. 

In normal times—that Ss, before 
the Nazi “revolution’—the Ett- 
strasse wos used merely for con- 
fining prisoners temporarily until 
they had been brought before a 
magistrate. 

It now harbours political pri- 
soners, against many of whom no 
charge has ever been preferred, 
and whose fate it is to linger 
there for many weeks or months. 
Though I cannot give definite 
figures, [ estimate from what 1g

On the morning after my arrest {- 


1 wus surprised, after a sleepless 
night, to hear the tramp of march- 
ing men in an adjacent passage.

Peering through the 
fiap in my cell door, 1 saw several 
Nazis, dressed in their brown 
jackets, black breeches and riding 
boots, taking their morning exer- 


cise. They, too, were prisoners. 

When I was released for exercise 
an hour or so later I passed the 
cell where these men were confined.
